The  Jazz  Ensemble  was  on  a  tour  throughout  Vir- 
ginia which  they  continued  on  after  their  stay  at  F.  C.  The  music 
was  well  played  and  the  audience  well  entertained. 

Earle  Spicer,  a  noted  ballad  singer,  presented  a  very  well 
rounded  and  entertaining  concert  on  February  16.  His  humor  and 
charm  captivated  the  audience  while  his  music  and  adiibing  amused 
and  fascinated  us  all.  His  score  and  theme,  however,  which  was 
the  highlight  of  the  evening  come  from  four  areas:  Traditional 
English  Ballads,  Shakespeare,  Gilbert  and  Sullivan,  and  Early 
American  Folksongs  and  was  well  appreciated. 

The  Feldman  String  Quartet  returned  again  this  year  to  give 
another  excellent  concert.  The  warmth  and  enthusiasm  of  the  audi- 
ence of  lost  year  was  motched  and  excelled  by  the  listeners  of  this 
year.  The  Quortet  presented  a  varied  program  of  classical  and  semi- 
classical  arongements  which  appealed  to  us  all  ond  in  all  probability, 
we  can  look  forward  to  the  Quartet  in  '67.
